writers. The letter was written in 1656, 
and an extract from it follows:

from Cunnison City on Friday n^ght, we 
yesterday received some very • important 
TnlorrnaTToh "concerning the recent killing 
of Jjckson by the Indians; Mr. Easterly 
came directly from Gunnison City to Col 
orado Springs, and was at the former 
place when the outrage was perpetrated 
It seems that on ,last Wednesday even- 
*K Johnson, * ion nf Rhavcno. and an< 
other Indian rode up to Ja'ckson, a freight- 
er, who, in company with his two uncles,

near Captain Kline's

City «nd Gunniso'n C4ty'^'"Jo1iVison made 
limself known to the camping party, and 
.aid that,the object of his visit was to ob 
ain some biscuit. His manner was very 
urly, and beingjold that their supply of 
ations was rather limited; he assumed a 
iflstile mood and once again' 'demanded 
Iiit-Jackson givc> them something to ei!. 
Jackson did not like the manner in 
•hich they made the request, and again 
old the Indians that he had nothing for 
hem.

SCHOOL STATISTICS, 


IB County Superintendent's Report for 


1880 Snows.

schools for El Paso county, has made out

As to what actually occurred in'the 


-canon between the Kline party and the 


ndians is not yet known. It is also assert-
